Oldest Form 


The oldest form of this treat­ 
ment is what is known as “pneu­ 
mothorax.” In this method air is 
injected into the chest between the 
lung and the chest wall. It is forced 
in under pressure until the lung is 
squeezed down to about the size of 
a small fist. 
In most cases immediate im ­ 
provement follows the induction 
of pneumothorax. The only difficulty 
is in getting the collapse to last. 
When pneumothorax is not success­ 
ful, other procedures are used. One 
of these consists in cutting the 


lung, and also creates a collapse be­ 
cause the diaphragm rises up and 
compresses the lung, obliterating 
the cavity. When the nerve is cut 
and then sewn together immedi­ 
ately, regeneration will occur in 
about four months, and the func­ 
tion of the diaphragm will be re­ 
stored. Four months’ time gives 
an opportunity for collapse and 
healing.

The most extensive surgical pro­ 
cedure is called “thoracoplasty 1 in 
which parts of the ribs are re­ 
moved, allowing the client wall, skin 
and muscles to contract down on 
the lung tissue. * 
Patients or their families need 
not be frightened at the thought of 
surgery in tuberculosis. It is now 
on a well-established basis and can 
be done safely and effectively. Prac­ 
tically every 
sanitarium in the 
country employs a surgeon to do oft* 
or the other of these procedures. 
While surgery is employed prin­ 
cipally for draining lung cavities 
and stopping infection and absorp­ 
tion, it is also very valuable in the 
treatment of hemorrhage. In former 
days doctors were quite helpless in 
the presence of hemorrhage from 
the lungs because there was no way 
to ligate the bleeding vessel; in 
fact, no way to approach the bleed­ 
ing surface at all. With collapse 
treatment, it can be stated quite 
definitely that no on« should ever 
die of hemorrhage from the lung 
in tuberculosis.
